SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Within hours after 13,000 long- 
shoremen resumed 
a dock 


strike at 24 West Coast ports, 
the White House announced it 
would seek congressional action 
to send them back to work. 


"It appears that legislative 


action may be the only remedy 
to allow us to prevent another 
long and crippling strike," 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said in Wash- 
ington Monday. 


Ziegler said the adminis- 


tration was "examining al- 
ternative courses of action that 
might be recommended to Con- 
gress." 


He and other administration 


officials did not disclose any 
details, and political observers 
said it could take weeks of con- 
gressional hearings before any 
bill was passed.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) 


— Pakistani businessmen who 
do not declare their foreign as- 
sets could face the death penal- 
ty, Finance Minister Mubashir 
Hassan warned today. 


He told newsmen that re- 


sponse had been poor to a gov- 
ernment order to businessmen 
to give an account of their for- 
eign assets by last Saturday. 


"We are 
extremely dis- 


satisfied," said Mubashir. "No 
decision has been made yet, 
but we are considering the 
death penalty for businessmen 
who do not complete these re- 
turns." 


He reported declarations to- 


taling 120 million rupees, or 
nearly $25 million at the official 


rate. But he said this included 
bonuses, for returning foreign 
exchange, bringing the total 
down to about $15 million. 


According to the Finance 


Ministry nearly $60 million 
worth of foreign assets was de- 
clared in 1969. President Zulfi- 
kar All Bhutto has charged that 
at least $400 million has been 
secreted abroad by Pakistanis. 


"Traitors will » be allowed 


to go unpunished, and subver- 
sion of the Pakistan economy 
shall not be permitted," said 
the Finance Minister. "Soon we 
are going to start arrests and 
thorough investigation, and in- 
terrogation of these people who 
did not declare holdings will be 
started."

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


congressional mission to Eu- 
rope delivered the message 
that the United States is no 
longer the easy-going trading 
partner of postwar years—and 
the Europeans listened—a lead- 
er of the legislative party says. 


"I think we got the idea 


across to people in decision- 
making posts of the European 
community that we simply 
can't afford to be patsies any 
longer," Rep. John W. Byrnes 
of Wisconsin said in an inter- 
view. 


Byrnes is senior Republican 


member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which broke 
a long no-travel tradition to 
send a majority of its members 
to Paris and Brussels where 
they discussed trade issues 
with spokesmen for the Com- 
mon Market and other Eu- 
ropean groups. 


Byrnes said he came back 


with the conviction that the 
United States is now dealing 
with "a peer, and maybe a 
little more than a peer" in the 


expanding Common Market, 
and that international trade 
rules written when this country 
dominated export markets now 
have to be revised to provide 
competitive equity. 


Particularly 
troublesome, 


Byrnes said, are reciprocal 
trade preferences worked out 
bilaterally between members of 
the Common Market and out- 
side countries, in many cases 
former colonies or depend- 
encies. 


The problem will be aggra- 


vated, he said, by the entry 
into the European community 
of Britain, trailing its own net- 
work of special trading ar- 
rangements. 


"We were repeatedly told 


that these preferences are per- 
fectly permissible under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade," Byrnes said. 


"We didn't always get ex- 


actly the same impression in 
talking with GAIT people." 


But he said "we have been 


relaxed in the past, not inclined 
to push for compensation under

SAIGON (AP)'- A pair of 


North Vietnam's fastest MIG 
jets fired three missiles at two 
American 
fighter-bombers 


along the Laotian border within 
100 miles of Hanoi Monday but 
missed, the U.S. Command re- 
ported today. 


The encounter was the second 


in three days between U.S. and 
North Vietnamese jets. On Sat- 
urday, the Americans fired the 
missiles and the MIG21 es- 
caped. 


The two American F4 Phan- 


toms took evasive action in the 
engagement Monday and never 
got in position to fire back, U.S. 
spokesmen said. After launch- 
ing their missiles, the MIGs 
turn* foack across the border. 


U.S. warplanes were out 


again in force over wide areas 
of Indochina today, flying more 
than 250 strikes against North 
Vietnamese supply routes, de- 
pots and troop locations. 


In the ground war, Viet Cong 


guerrillas kept up small-scale 
attacks across South Vietnam, 
with 26 more reported in the 
past 24 hours. 


Many of the attacks were 


along the central coast in Binh 
Dinh Province, where two 
American helicopters were shot 
down Monday supporting the 


South Vietnamese. There were 
no UJS. casualties. 


The U.S. Command atid an 


Army Cobra -gunatup intV-an 
OH6 light observation helicop- 
ter spotting enemy positions 
went down 35 miles northwest 
of Qui Nhon, the provincial cap- 
ital. 


South Korean headquarters 


announced that its forces have 
been carrying on eight oper- 
ations along the coastal low- 
lands since Jan. 3 and have 
killed m North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong. 


The operations, among the 


largest conducted by Korean 
troops in the last two years, 
are aimed at forestalling an 
enemy offensive in the low- 
lands. 


U.S. sources reported that 


South Vietnamese troops on a 
sweep north of Qui Nhon last 
week captured four boys 15 to 
19 years old, and one of them 
admitted throwing the grenade 
in the Qui Nhon soccer stadium 
Jan. 8 which resulted in the 
death of 16 persons and injury 
to at least 130.

Dallas. 


A year ago, Morton was the 


Cowboys' No. 1 quarterback. At 
the start of the 1971 season, he 
found himself in competition 
for the job with Roger Stau- 
bach. 


Then, after the two had alter- 


nated at the post as the club 
struggled to a 4-3 record, Lan- 
dry turned the job over to Stau- 
bach 
outright—and 
Morton, 


who had quarterbacked Dallas 
within a whisker of the title be- 
fore the 16-13 championship loss 
to Baltimore a year ago, found 
himself a forgotten man. 


Staubach proceeded to direct 


the Cowboys to seven succes- 
sive regular-season victories, 
followed 
by winning 
playoff 


games against Minnesota and 
San Francisco and the big one 
Sunday against the Dolphins 
that obliterated forever 
the 


stigma that Dallas folds in the 
clutch. 


Morton evidently isn't happy 


in his new role as a backup 
man and Landry said "He will 
probably be asked to be 
traded—and he probably is jus- 
tified. I think for him, and his 
career, he will ask to be." 


But the 
coach hedged on 


whether he will comply with 
Morton's wishes. "We will nev- 
er trade unless we get value," 
Ixuidry said, "but I can't imag- 
ine us not getting value for 
him. He's at the point where he 
could be a great quarterback. 


"We'd like to find a young 


quarterback to groom," added 
Landry, who didn't aay whether 
Dallas would seek one via the 
trading block or next month's 
National Football League draft. 


The field of potential quarter- 


back-hunting 
clubs is wide 


open, with perhaps half a dozen 
possibilities. 


In the American Conference 


are the Baltimore Colts, with 
two elder statesmen of the 
game in Johnny Unitas and 
Earl Morrall, and the Denver 
Broncos, unable to get un- 
tracked with Steve Ramsey and 
Don Horn calling the plays. 


National Conference pros- 


pects include the Philadelphia 
Eagles, who alternated between 
Pete Liske and Rick Arrington; 
the 
Chicago 
Bears, 
who 


couldn't make headway with 
Kent Nix, Jack Concannon or 
Bobby Douglass; the Green 
Bay Packers, who faltered with 
Scott Hunter, Zeke Bratkowski 
and injured Bart Starr' and the 
Mumesota Vikings, who never 
made up their minds whether 
to stick with Norm Snead Gary 
Cuozzo or Bob Lee. 


Morton's future is only one 


question confronting the Cow- 
boys. A potentially more diffi- 
cult one is what to do about the 
quiet man, Duane Thomas. 


The Cowboys tried to trade 


the moody running back to New 
England in the 1971 exhibition 
season but the deal was nulli- 
fied when friction arose be- 
tween Thomas and the Patriots' 
top brass. 


So he returned to Dallas, as 


mysteriously silent as ever, and 
went on to become their lead- 
ing ground gainer—and No. 7 in 
the NFC—with 793 yards. He 
was also a Super Bowl standout 
with 95 yards and a touchdown 
against Miami. 


"We don't want to lose a 


good football player, but he has 
to have 
everything 
worked 


out." Landry said. "I wouldn't 
like to see another season of 
that," he said, referring to the 
Thomas mystique. "It created 
a lot of tension and the players 


feel it. It's not a real good situ- 
ation." 


Another likely sore spot is the 


120,000 Thomas received for 
each of the first two years in a 
three-year contract, a sum he 
reportedly considered too low. 


But as Landry said it is club 


policy to renegotiate the final 
year of all such multiple-season 
pacts, that problem could be al- 
leviated with a healthy raise. 


Staubach is also due for a 


shot in the wallet. When some- 
one pointed out Monday that 
his three-year contract expired 
this season, Super Bowl VI's 
most valuable player joked: 
"I'm glad you reminded me of 
that." 


Staubach has other ideas, 


too—like becoming 
his own 


play-caller, rather than having 
them sent in by Landry. But he 
said it might be hard to com- 
pete with such a successful sys- 
tem. 


"When you've won 10 in a 


row this way, it's pretty hard 
to make an argument," Stau- 
bach said. "He let me call the 
plays in the exhibition games. I 
think we'll go the same way 
next season and we'll see how 
it goes." 


Landry seemed amenable to 


a change, though. "If the play- 
ers react the same way with 
Staubach calling the plays as 
with me calling them, then the 
quarterback 
will 
call 
the 


plays."

DETROIT (AP) - Former 


Detroit Tiger pitching ace Den- 
ny McLain, who lost 22 games 
for the Washington Senators 
last season, also has lost $137,- 
000 for his creditors. 


The man once termed "base- 


ball's bad boy" has $3,328 in 
net assets, according to reports 
filed Monday during the "final 
creditors meeting" of the Den- 
nis Dale McLain bankruptcy 
case in U.S. District Court 
here. 


In effect, this means most of 


the friends and business associ- 
ates who lent money to the 
once-prosperous pitcher during 
his years in Detroit never will 
collect a penny. 


But the $137,000 is only part 


of what McLain won't have to 
pay back. The majority of his 
creditors—to whom he original- 
ly owed a total of $400,000- 
ehose not to enter into the 
bankruptcy1 
proceedings 
and 


simply wrote off their losses. 


The $3,328 in assets, most of 


which is in household effects, 
will be used to pay a Michigan 
tax bill of $2,289 and a $1,369 
tax assessment from the City of 
Livonia. 


His other 37 creditors—in- 


cluding the telephone company, 
to v.hich he owes $2 6ol—won't 
collect a thing.

Blacks Call 
on Governor

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court's first full look 
at Northern school segregation 
may provide some temporary 
solace to Southerners who feel 
they have been singled out un- 
fairly for stem busing orders. 


But the eventual ruling could 


have an impact on all sections 
of the country, North, West and 
South, for two principal rea- 
sons. 


First, the court, in examining 


Denver schools, will be dealing 
with a typical American city 
with its shifting residential pat- 
terns and marked minority 
groups. 


The question, here as else- 


where, is whether high concen- 
trations of white children in 
some schools and blacks (and 
Spanish-speaking 
Americans) 


in others are evidence of offi- 
cially 
sustained segregation, 


without proof that school offi- 
cials actually were trying to 
promote segregation. 


Second, must most or all 


schools in a city be deseg- 
regated? Or is it enough to take 
the kind of partial measures 
the U.S. Circuit Court in Den- 
ver decided was legally suf- 
ficient when it acted to in- 
tegrate a handful of schools in 
Denver but left about a dozen 


others primarily one race? 


The court's decision to hear 


an appeal by the NAACP Legal 
Defense and Educational Fund 
is a major innovation, possibly 
the work of Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger who is known to 
favor one basic approach to 
school 
desegregation, 
North 


and South. 


The court's usual stance in 


Northern cases is to dispose of 
them without saying much. The 
justices did exactly that Mon- 
day in turning down blacks 
from Newark and Jersey City 
who wanted city and county 
boundaries crossed in order to 
accomplish integration. 


The blacks' suit had been 


thrown out by a federal district 
court in New Jersey. Over the 
objection of Justice William 0. 
Douglas, who felt the blacks 
were entitled to a hearing, the 
Supreme Court simply affirmed 
the lower court's judgment. 


While schools were the domi- 


nant theme at the court's Mon- 
day session, apart from hear- 
ings into the death penalty, the 
justices took other important 
actions. 


In a 7-0 ruling, a former por- 


ter and thousands of others 
claiming 
job 
discrimination 


were spared a 
"procedural 


technicality" that had slowed 
action in their behalf by the 


federal Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission. 


The onetime porter, Earl A. 


Love, has been battling the 
Pullman Co. since 1963 with 
claims that he and other blacks 
serve as conductors but are 
paid as porters. The question 
was how quickly the EEOC 
could step in once a state com- 
mission turned them down. 


The court, through Justice 


Potter Stewart, gave Love and 
the government the go-ahead 
they wanted. 


In another decision the court 


ruled that members of a United 
Mine Workers reform move- 
ment should be allowed to par- 
ticipate in a government suit to 
overturn the election of UMW 
president W.A. "Tony" Boyle. 


But the ruling limits the in- 


tervention to claims the govern- 
ment already has brought 
against the 1969 election. The 
suit is being considered by a 
federal district court here. 


Also, the court agreed to de- 


cide whether the Air Force 
may be held liable for damage 
to property caused by sonic 
booms. The case, to be heard 
later in the term, concerns a 
family in Nashville, N.C., and a 
ruling by the U.S. Circuit Court 
in Richmond, Va., that shielded 
the Air Force.

months of negotiations, Britain 
and the European Common 
Market reached agreement ear- 
ly today on all the terms of 
Britain's entry into the customs 
union. The 700-page text also 
sets the pattern for admission 
of Denmark, Ireland and Nor- 
way.

Heath will sign the treaty Sat- 
urday, and Britain will become

Jan. 1. 


The last points were settled 


at a nine-hour meeting between

Germany, Italy, Luxembourg, 
Belgium and the Netherlands. 


A successful conclusion to the 


negotiations had been a fore- 
gone conclusion since last June 
when the main political issues 
were settled.

This was accomplished at 
13 cabinet-level meetings and 
38 other sessions. 


Ireland, Norway and Den-

Two factors combined to humble proud China 


- -her refusal to treat with Western nations as 
sovereign equals, and opium. 


China's attempts to stamp out the growing 


trade in the one product Chinese were eager 
to buy brought her into armed conflict with 
the British in 1839. The Anglo-Chinese War, 
or "Opium War," quickly revealed the supe- 
riority of Western anus and the astonishing 
impotence of the Matichu government. 


By the Treaty of Nanking in 1842, four more 


ports besides Canton were opened; extrater- 
ritoriality- -the jurisdiction of foreign powers 
over their own nationals—was recognized; and 


the "most-favored-nation" clause required that 
any concession granted to one nation was auto- 
matically granted to all. 


China attempted to ignore the treaty and, 


in 1856, Britain and France seized pretexts to 
launch another war. A series of treaties in 1858 
opened more ports, levied more indemnities, 
gave Europeans their long-sought diplomatic 
recognition, the right to travel freely in China 
and protection for missionaries. 


Still China was not reconciled to reality. In 


1860, after the Europeans sacked Peking and 
burned the Summer Palace, China agreed to 
a new convention widening the provisions of 
all the others she had been brought by the 
scruff of the neck to sign. 


In 1858, Kussia had wrested 185,000 square 


miles of Manchuria from the beleaguered Man- 
chus. In 1860, for using his '-influence" with 
the allies, the cvar got an additional 133,000 


square miles, including the port of Vladivostok. 


In the mid-19th century, not only the Eu- 


ropeans but chronic floods and famines and a 
phenomenon called the Taiping Rebellion rav- 
aged China. Launched in 1850 by Hung Hsin- 
chuan, who saw visions and called himself the 
Younger Brother of Christ, it spread rapidly 
in southern China. Hung hoped to drive out the 
Manchus and establish a communistic society 
(T'ai-p'ing T'ien-kuo, or "Heavenly Kingdom of 
Great Peace") based on his version of Chris- 
tianity. 


Not until 1864, after claiming 20 million 


lives, was the "Great Peace" pacified with the 
help of a European-trained army. 


Thus the West propped up the sagging Man- 


chu dynasty with one hand while rending it 
asunder with the other.
